REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


As eburrad by law, we respectfully submit the following 
report: 

The past year three different schools have been maintained, 
with a session of twenty-two weeks each in two divisions, and 
twenty-three weeks at the village. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled does not vary greatly 
from year to year, the past year’s enrollment being larger than 
usual,—eighty-three being the largest number. The average 
daily attendance was very much less than that, being hardly 
two thirds as much, which indicates that every day which saw 
our schools in session found on an average twenty-seven pupils 
for good and sufficient reason, or the reverse, absent. Judging 
from this fact, there are still some among us who regard the 
acquisition of knowledge of very slight importance. 

In the North Road division, the whooping-cough kept many 
away, while others had it for an excuse for not sending their 
scholars to school. | 

We have employed four different teachers during the year, 
and we believe that the faithful and conscientious discharge of 
duty on the part of the teacher has been the rule and not the 
exception. 

- It seems to me the most unsatisfactory featire of the past 
year’s work has been the failure of those having children in 
their charge to enforce regularity of attendance. The strength 
and safety of our republican form of government depends upon 
the education of the mass of the people, rich and poor alike; 
hence the vital importance of parents and citizens lending their 
strength and influence to the support of our free public schools.
